LABOR'S MOST 
ANCIENT LAW 
"THE laborer is worthy of his hire". The work-- 
1 man deserves his wages. This is labor's 


mosl ancient law. It needed no legislative body 
to enact it. It is the fiat of the square deal. It 
is a part of the common law of mankind. 


At llic gale of the lost Eden,, God said to 


man: 
"In the sweat of thy face shall thou eat 


bread." That made the earth a world of work- 
in" people. Man at first thought'.work was a 
curse. He soon discovered that it was a bless- 
in". God was giving him plans for a new and 
better Eden than the one he had lost. 


Then into this world of working people, 


came life's most binding custom and labor's 
most ancient law: 
"The laborer is worthy of 


his hire". 


Two things arc in that law. 
;

Tlie first is the dignity of manhood. It is 


not labor, but the laborer that steps to the front. 
It is not labor that makes the man respectable, 
but the man that makes labor respectable. 


The individual comes before the system. 


Any scheme of society, whether put forth in the 
name of capital or of labor, that ignores or de- 
grades the individual, is vicious. Labor unions 
hiive their uses, bnt they are worse than useless 
when their members become the victims of a 
system. Capital has its rights, but capital has 
no rights that arc in advance of the rights of the 
laborer. 


The man takes precedence of tlie machine. 


Labor exists for him rather than he for labor. 


Let labor project its reforms along this 


line, promoting and maintaining the fundamen- 
tal rights and essential dignity of the man who 
works. Let the laborer lift his work with him- 
self.

The second thing in this ancient law is com- 


pensation. 


What shall be the scale of .wages? How is 


the hire to be regulated? On what principle is 
the question of pay to be adjusted? Here the 
laborer steps to the front again. You cannot 
buy him. Manhood is not for sale. 
You are 


for gone in lawlessness on the labor question if 
you think the wage you pay gives you a title 
to the soul of the wage-earner. 


.Ho is worthy of "his "hire". He can stand 


on his feet and look you in the face, man to man, 
without apology. His compensation is, there- 
fore, vastly more than a matter of dollars and 
tvnls. 
11 is manhood's reward. That covers 


flceeut living conditions and an adequate wage; 
but it covers more. It includes what you cannot 
put on the payroll—good-will friendliness, mu- 
tual respect, human interest, brotherliness. The 
laborer is of more importance than the organiza- 
tion, and compensation does not stop with the 
scale.

WILL OF THE PEOPLE 
IMPORTANT decisions are to be taken by the

Jorily, democracy fails of its purpose and _is 
weakened in its stability. There can be no satis- 
I'aclory determination of the genuine balance of 
Public opinion in politics unless every voter ex- 
presses his conclusions.

ly to supply all requirements up to harvest time, 
in the, northern hemisphere, but also to leave a 
surplus available in the coming season. On the 
basis of the figures presented, this surplus was 
2,400,000 metric tons on August 1.
